New Code Relaxes Contract 
Bridge Rules On October 1 


By BETTY PROSSEB

Chicago— (_5M —The game of 


contract bridge is going to chan"°e \ 
on Oct. 1, but IT any bridge play- 
ers will never linow it. 


A committee of British and Am- 


erican bridge experts has been 
studying the rules of the game for 
a year and a half, and has come 
up" with a new international con- 
tract bridge code which was tested 
recently at trie sei^u-annual sum- 
mer national world bridge tourna- 
ment here 


The new code will be officially 


adopted Oct. 1—a date set aibi- 
traiily by the National Laws Com- 
mission of the American Contract 
Bridge League so that publishers 
of the laws could have sufficient 
aavaiice notice to put out a new 
batch of rules books. 
The new laws, according to one 


ona of their formulators, Walde- 
mar Von Zedtwitz, of New York, 
chairman of the board of the Am- 
erican Contract Bridge League, 
will do little to change the game, 
except: 


"The code was prepared to pre- 


sent the old laws 
more 
clearly 


and in a. more logical sequence 
than had previously been the case, 
and to mitigate certain penalties i 
•vvhich tended to impose certain; 
hardships on players" based large- : 
ly on technicalities." 
I 


In other words, the rules aren't 


quite so strict as they were be- 
fore 


Suppose you are a housewife 


who meets once a month, with the 
"girls to play a little bridge. 
In the midst of a heated discus- 


sion on trie high cost of just about 
everything, say that you lead a 
card out o± turn. What happens? 


In all probability, one of the 


girls will remark, "It's not your 
turn, dear," and, thus corrected 
the play lurches on. 


The new rules won't affect this 


tvpe of bridge game, chiefly be- 
cause the old rules didn't aSect it 
irach either. 
Ejit if you'ae a dyed-m-the-wool 


bridge shark, playing with three 
others of your species, and you 
lead out of turn— 


Well, under the old rules the de- 


clare:;'—that's the man who got the 
bid on the hand—could then tell 
you which suit to lead or, if he 
chose, prohibit the lead of any 
one suit. 
Under the new code the card 


out of turn merely becomes an ex- 
posed card You Iea\e it lying face 
upward on the table and must play 
it at the first opportunity. The 
declarer may, if he wishes, forbid 
the lead of that particular suit, but 
that suit only. 
That's a big chance to R tourna- 


ment bridge player.

The bid out of turn laws have 


been simplified. 
Under the previ- 


ous code, \vnen there v/as a bid out 
of turn the severity of the penalty 
depended upon where the errant 
bidder sat. 
Under the new laws, 


if you bid out of turn your part- 
ner is simply barred from bidding 
for the rest of that hand. 


The laws legardmg the insuffi- 


cient bid, Eays Vcn Zedrwitz, have 
been rewritten "so as to mitigate 
the penalties on tne one hand and 
give the insufficient bidder protec- 
tion on the other " 


The new code says that you are 


allowed to pass alter an insuffi- 
cient bid, but that if you elect to 
do so, your partner may not bid 
that hand and the opponents, if 
they are declarers, rray call the 
lead. That's a little less stringent 


"If, however, you made the bid 


sufficient in the same suit at the 
lowest possiole let el, your partner 
suffers no penalty 
If you made 


a. different bid, including1 a jump 
bid in the same suit, your partner 
is barred from bidding for the rest 
of the hand

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New Code Relaxes Contract 
Bridge Rules On October I 


By B E IT Y PROSSER 
( 
Chicag’O— (*i*) -—Tile game of 
contract bridge is going to chan'S'e ! 
on Oct. 1, but many bridge play- ! 
ers will never know it. 
1 
A. com mittee of British and Am- j 
erican bridge experts has been 
studying tlie rules of tlie game for 
a year and a lialf, and iaas come 
up w ith a new international con­ 
tra c t bridge code which was tested 
recently a t tlie semi-annual sum ­ 
m er national world bridge tourna­ 
m ent here. 
The nev/ code wiil be officially 
adopted Oct. 1—a date set arbi­ 
trarily by the National Laws Com­ 
mission of the Am erican Contract 
Bridge League so tliat publishers 
of the laws could have sufficient 
advance notice to put out a new 
batch of rules books. 
The new lav.'s, according to one 
one of their form ulators, Walde- 
m ar Von Zedtwitz, of New York, 
chainrian of the board of the Am­ 
erican C’ontract 
Bridge 
League, 
will do little to change the game, 
except: 
“The code wa,-3 prepared to pre­ 
sent the old laws 
more 
clearly 
and in a more 
logical 
sequence 
than, had previously been the case, 
and to m itigate certain penalties 
v.'hich tended 
to impose 
certain 
hardships on players based large­ 
ly on technicalities.” 
In other words, the rules aren't 
quite so strict a.s they v/ere be­ 
fore. 
Suppose you are a housewife 
wlio m eets once a m onth w ith the 
girls to play a little bridge. 
In tlie m idst of a heated discus­ 
sion on the high cost of just about 
everything, say tiiat you lead a 
card out of turn. W hat happens? 
In all probability, one of the 
girls will rem ark, “I t ’s not your 
turn, d e a r/' and, thus corrected 
the play lurchcs on. 
Tlie new rules won’t affect this 
type of bridge game, chiefly be- 
cau,se the old rules didn’t aifect it 
n.'uch either. 
E a t if you’ae a dyed-in-the-wool 
bnc..^e shark, playing w ith three 
others of your species, end you 
lead nut of turn—• 
Well, under the old rules the de- 
clare'x ^that’s the m an who got the 
bid on the hand—could then tell 
you which suit to lead or, if he 
chose, prohibit the lead of any 
one suit. 
Under the new code the card 
out of turn merely becomes an ex- 
po« ied card. You leave it lying face 
upfvard on the table and m ust play 
It a t the first opportunity. 
The 
declarer may, if he wishes, forbid : 
the lead of tha t particular suit, but ; 
tha t suit only. 
ITiat’s a big chance to a tourna- ' 
m ent bridge player.

changes: 
The bid out of turn laws have 
been simpliiied. 
Under the previ­ 
ous code, Vvhen there v.'as a bid out 
of turn tile severity of the penalty 
depended upon v/here the errant 
bidder sat. 
Under the new laws, i 
if you bid out of turn your pa rt­ 
ner i3 simply barred from bidding 
for the rest of that hand. 
The laws regarding the insuffi­ 
cient bid, says Von Zedtwitz, iiave 
been rew ritten “so as to m itigate 
the penalties on the one hand and 
give the insufficieiit bidder protec­ 
tion on the other.” 
The new code says that you are 
allovved to pass after an insuffi­ 
cient bid, but tha t if you elect to 
do so, your partner m ay not bid 
that hand and the opponents, if 
they are declarers, may call the 
lead. T hat’s a little less stringent. 
“If, however, you made the bid 
sufficient in the sam e suit a t the 
lowest possible level, your partner 
suffers no penalty, 
if you made I 


a different bid, including a jump 
bid in the same suit, your partner 
is barred from bidding for the rest 
of the hand. 
Another change says tliat the , 
dummy now may warn his partner | 
against leading from 
the w rong; 
hand. Before, if he did, his oppon­ 
ent could decide which hand they 
v.'anted the lead to come from.

Penn- 
sylvania's smallest wheat crop in 
recent years was 13,329,000 bush- 
els in 1943. 


Hardest hit by rust

damage was the southeastern sec- 
tion of the State, the Department 
said.

Republican leaders not only must 


retain their present narrow party 
margin in the senate but also win 
active support of many Demo- 
crats to amend the present senate 
rules. The Republicans now have 
51 seats, the Democrats 45. The 
chap.ge would require a two-thirds 
vote. 


Tafts and others who want to 


tighten the rules declare that the 
national 
security 
conceivably 


might be endangered by filibusters. 
If a few senators opposed going to 
war with some nation threatening 
an invasion they might prevent or 
at least delay action for benefit of 
an enemy. 


Advocates of present senate rules 


insist that filibusters and unlimit 
debate have prevented more bad 
laws than good ones. 


But attempts to jam through 


anti-lynch and similar 
measures

the 


cloture rule did not apply to the 
daily routine of correcting the of- 
ficial Journal of the previous day's 
session. 


They promptly moved to Insert 


the chaplain's prayer or the nam- 
es of senators answering1 rollcalls 
or to change a comma to a semi- 
colon. This could take days and 
has. 


Leadsra eventually blocked this 


by "recessing" from day to day in- 
stead of "adjourning." As a result, 
one day became technically a con- 
tinuation of the previous day, and 
there was no journal to read. 


Then senators learned that they 


could debate a motion to take up 
an objectionable bill and cloture 
would not apply. 


It is these two loopholes and 


any similar ones that Taft 
»nd 


other leaders want to close. All 
last session they had an amend- 
ment ready to do just that. But 
just to bring it up was certain to 
cause a lengthy filibuster, and the 
senate never found time. 


But GOP leaders say the start 


of next session fits their 
plan. 


Congress will meet for about two 
weeks before the president is in- 
augurated. 
Debate 
could start 


then and continue until the issue 
is decided. 


That probably will mean con- 


tinuous day and night sessions, 
which is about the only way to 
break a filibuster if more than one 
or two men are riming it. 
Southern Democrats are certain 
to stage a bitter and determined 
battle against the change.

A LTHOUGH Babe Ruth became the greatest home run 
^*- hitter of all time he hit only one homer m 1914 during 
his first season in organized ball. He was too busy pitch- 
in; brilliant ball at the time to worry about hitting. 


Dividing' his rookie season between Baltimore and 
Providence in the International League Ruth compiled 
22 victories against nine defeats for a percentage of .709, 
also winning two games out of three for the Ked Sox. 
Ruth returned to the Red Sox for five more seasons 
during which time he won 87 games, lost 44 and belted 
49 four baggers. 
In 1915 Ruth helped the Sox win the American League 
pennant. He pitched 18 victories and lut four home runs. 
Although the Sox won the World Series from the 
Phillies that fall, Ruth's only lime at bat in the classic 
resulted in an unsuccessful pinch hitting effort. 
During the next two campaigns Kulh won 23 games 
each season on the mound and plajec! several games in 
llfhi field. In 1916 the Bosox again ivon the American 


League pennant and World Series They repeated in 
1B18 and between thcs,e two years Ruth turned in re- 
markable 
pitching teals. His record for pitching 29 


consecutive World Series innings without allowing a run 
(13 innings, 1916, and 1U innings, 1'J18) still stands. 


It was wnile playing lor the Red Sox in 1918 that Ed 


Barrow, manager of the team, realized the potentialities 
in Ruth's bat. The Babe hit 11 home runs that season 
and Barrow encouraged Ruth to learn all he could about 
playing right field. 
Barrow is one man who knew Ruth better than any- 


body. He knows oi' countless Babe Ruth incidents. There 
was the time in the 1918 World Scries against the 
Chicago Cubs when Ruth, who hart a poor memory for 
names and faces, was warned about Leslie Mann, a good 
hitter.

June \vith 2,368,787 was high for 
1947. June of 1941 shows a higher

are located throughout the State

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STEEL HOUSES 


A major step forward in the building of factory-made 


heuiei awaits only approval by the attorney general, ac- 
cording to James Marlow, Associated Press feature writer 
in Washington. 


It involves setting aside 59,000 tons of steel for six 


months under a voluntary allocation plan already approv- 
ed by the steel industry and Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer. 


This wouldn't build many houses, viewed in the light 


ef tremendous overall needs. 
Estimates are it would 


provide materials for only 8,000 or so dwellings. 


But those backing the infant industry, blocked up to 


now by inability to get steel supplies, say the plan would 
let it show how it can make "better houses at lower 
prices." 


Tighe E. Woods, housing expediter, says the all-steel 


factory-made house is "the first real attempt" at cracking 
the housing shortage. 


A few have been turned out and put in use, but not 


enough to make any dent in the demand for homes.

of Baroda's fun-loving prince—is 
a loud yes. Some Indian Maharajas 
can and probably have. 
.In the good old days there were 


no legislators around to harry 
this privileged class. Anybody who 
dared to question what one of 
these absolute monarchs did with 
the people's money would be stak- 
ed down alive as bait for the an- 
nual spring tiger hunt. 
The spending sprees they went 


on would make the late Diamond 
Jim Brady look like a kid buying 
a penny stick of licorice. 
Take, for example, the Nizams 


of Hyderabad, beside whom even 
the rich 
Maharajah 
of Baroda 
rates as a poor country cousin. 


The Nozam's daddy, a free man 
with a rupee if ever one lived, kept 
300 concubines and thought noth- 
ing of handing 
a dancing girl 
§5,000. He used to toss $30,000 
trinkets to 
a favorite 
servant, 


Abid, who put him to bed after 
his benders. Abid got only $2 a 
month salary, but is reported to 
have died worth $8,000,000. This, 
of course, ia only one man's way 
of ending the servant problem. 
The present Nizam, known 
In 
India as "the miser 
Mahajara," 


shows no such signs of spoiling the 
hired hands. H« is undoubtedly the 
richest man on earth, but at 62 he 
lives simply, wears threadbare old 
clothes and watches his pennies 
closely. This may be because he 
vmtes poetry. Most poets live that 
way, 
but rarely by choice. 
The Nizam, perhaps as a gesture 
to the memory of his robust fath- 
er, does keep 50 automobiles and 
50 to 10O concubines. And gesture 
or no gesture, he also is reported 
to have more than 100 children. 
Conservative estimates of his 


wealth start at $2,000,000,000 and 
go as high as the fantastic figure 
Of $250,000,000,000. 
li is impossible to estimate be- 
cause experts say if he tried to 
dump at once all the chests of 
diamonds, rubies and emeralds 
stored in his vaults, the world mar- 
ket in precious stones would fall 
to nothing. He has his own diam- 
ond mines.

Luis G. Mendoza, one of Cuba's 
best experts on sugar marketing, 
says however, it was "a fair agree- 
ment." He says the sugar will go 
to areas which, for lack of mon- 
ey, could not have consumed sug- 
ar otherwise. That, he believes, 
will help stabilize the world sugar 
situation. 


Meanwhile, the millions of dol- 
lars brought in by the 1947 and 
1948 sugar crops are changing 
things in Cuba. Imports of automo-
